Heads of families are being asked 
to 
Kign the petition. 
When all the 
names obtainable have been signed to 
the petitions, It will be forwarded to 
Washington. 
The general 
procedure, 
after 
such a petition has been re­ 
ceived, is for the fourth 
assistant- 
postmaster general to refer the peti­ 
tion to the chief of the postal bureau 
at San Francisco, who in turn, hands 
the mutter over for investigation to 
the Inspector working in the district 
applying for the route. 


Many people. In the past, have had 
the erroneous Impression that, In or­ 
der to establish a rural delivery route, 
a great deal of politics and wire-pull­ 
ing must be done. 
This is absolutely 
wrong, according to best Information, 
and also Judging from the action of 
the government in establishing these 
routes. 


The matter Is decided wholly on Its 
merits. 
It does not make any differ­ 
ence what party may be In power, or 
who may be the postmaster In any 
district. 
The heads of families who 
have placed their names on the peti­ 
tion are checked off by the federal 
inspector who visits the district, and 
it Is on his recommendation alone that 
the proposed route is allowed or de­ 
nied. 
, 


In the case of Baldwin 
Park, a 
fourth class post-offlce is in operation 
in the community, with the Covina 
post-office as the next nearest office, 
a 
second 
class office, 
known as a 
presidential 
office. 


In April, May and June of last year, 
the Baldwin Park office did a stamp 
business of $102.75, and In the same 
months of this year the receipts were 
$142.69. 
This is an increase 
that 
figures 
nearly forty per cent, and Is 
a rnpkl Increase, considering the fact 
that this year cannot be called a nor­ 
mal year in the community, on account 
of the dull condition of business all 
over California. 


This increase, It is thought, places 
the Baldwin 
Park 
post office on a 
business basis that precludes any pos­ 
sibility of its being looked upon as 
an unnecessary office. 


Federal inspectors who visit the 
offices regularly know 
that 
Baldwin 
Park Is one of the communities that 
is growing rapidly, and there is every 
reason to believe that the office will 
advance 
from 
fourth to third 
class 
within a short time. 
It Is nil based 
on the amount of business done at 
the office. 
.Information was given out in Bald­ 
win Park this week that another pe­ 
tition, besides the one being circulat- 
ed for a rural route out of the Bald­ 
win Park office, was being prepared. 
This second petition asks 
that the 
rural route for Bnldwin Park and Val­ 
ley View be established by the gov­ 
ernment so that It will operate from 
the Covina office, and not from the 
Baldwin Park office. 
Should such a 
rural route be established, it would, 
of course, cut Into the receipts of the 
Baldwin Park office quite materially. 
But it is thought that no federal in­ 
spector 
would 
recommend 
such a 
route, as there is no reason 
what­ 
ever to start the route from Covina, 
and every reason, 
backed by 
good 
business sense, for making the rural 
route emanate from the Baldwin Park 
office. 
, 


,A route stretching from Covina to 
Valley 
View 
would be entirely too 
long 
and cumbersome. 
Very few 
Baldwin Park people are ready to con­ 
sider this idea at all, as the people in 
that community do not want to lose 
their post-offlce. 
To lose the post-of­ 
fice is a decided set back for a grow­ 
ing community. 


The people who are circulating the 
petition for a route 
to start 
each 
morning from the Baldwin Park of­ 
fice and cov«r the outlying districts, 
including Valley View, are sur<» that 
practically ninety per cent of the peo­ 
ple who will be benefited will sign the 
petition cheerfully.

A visit a few days ago to the "B & 
F." 
dairy on the "good roads" boule- 


People have not been slow in remark- j 
ing about the richness of the "B. & 
F." 
milk, and It has repeatedly been 
passed as very high In butter fat by} 
the 
local 
inspectors, but few have 
ever had this opportunity of knowing! 
how the milk is prepared, or what j 
care Is taken in guarding It from con­ 
tamination. 
.«, ~ - 


Mr. Frazier has a herd of eighty 
milch cows, selected with the Idea of 
a scientific blending for results in the 
aggregate—that is to say he blends 
the milk of cows of high butter fat 
content with others that produce bulk, 
thus bringing his milk always up to 
a standard considerably higher than 
what is demanded by the Inspectors. 
But this Isn't all, by any means. For 
the problem of the present day, suc­ 
cessful dairyman Is to Bafe-guard this 
milk from every source of contamina­ 
tion. 
The cattle at the "B. & 
F.'* 
ranch are kept in dry, clean corrals, 
or allowed to roam over a large acre­ 
age, and when they come to the stalls j 
to be milked, they are Inspected as 
a sergeant Inspects a company of men 
on parade, and they file into a milk­ 
ing shed that has bean flushed abso­ 
lutely clean by forcing water at high 
pressure into every crack and corner 
of the cement 
floor. The stalls are 
kept disinfected, and before a man 
sits down to milk, he has also under­ 
gone an inspection, and Is clean from 
heat to foot himself, with a white 
Jacket on, so that you would not ob­ 
ject to him if he was the waiter at 
your table in a swell hotel. 
This 
may sound as if it was unnecessary, 
but Mr. Frazier is a stickler for clean­ 
liness, and the white coat Is a badge 
of purity. 


The milk is carried to a milk-house 
where It Is separated or bottled, ac­ 
cording to what purpose it is to be 
used, and all Is done in a room where 
flies or other contamination 
cannot 
penetrate. The milk is cooled to just 
the right temperature before it goes 
out on the route to be delivered to 
the customer. 


Mr. Frazier has spent a good deal 
of 
time and study in selecting his 
herd o f cattle. 
A bull that he is 
specially pleased with is his "Merry 
Maiden's Conquest," entered in the 
annals of stockdom as "A.J.C.C.H.R. 
100071." He is sired by Merry Maid­ 
en's third son, grand champion at the 
world's fair In St. Louis In 1904, known 
to the world of stockmen as the "best 
Jersey blood that ever flowed in the 
veins 
of cattle." 
His grand-dam 
won the sweepstakes at the Chicago 
world's fair in 1903. 


Then, among his Jersey milkers Is 
Cretesla Melia Flossie, numbered In 
the book, 207046. 
This cow is from 
the famous Greenfield herd at Mora­ 
via, New York. 
There 
is also St. 
Lambert'8 Agnes, No. 186946, bred by 
G. T. Lampham of Macedonia, New 
York, and also 
Victor's 
"Frances," 
No. 
218114, bred by E. R. Dunn of 
Southlngton, Connecticut, a register­ 
ed cow of which there is no better in 
America. 
She made over five hun­ 
dred pounds of butter after her first 
calf. 
Begonia's "Jewel," No. 210979, 
is another beautiful animal, and there 
are a number of others, of whichc 
much might be said. 
Altogether there 
are twenty registered head of stock. 


Mr. Frazier is always glad to see 
visitors, and takes pride in explain­ 
ing the subject of "how we get the 
milk for the baby." 
It is worth any­ 
one's time to spend an afternoon at

most unexpected places. 
They shoot 
accordingly. 
The one thing n deer 
hunter fears Is that a deer will got 
away. 


Every moving bush and everything 
thnt looks brown will be bombarded. 
The only thing to do Is to take pre­ 
cautions. 
Get a red cap and a cou­ 
ple of large 
flags. 
Wear the c a p and 
keep the flags waving. 
If you can, 
equip yourself with a grade crossing 
bell 
signal and keep it ringing. It 
will help. 


Keep out of the ravines, 
The deer 
go Into the ravines to feed. 
Thero 
the hunters are looking for them. Do 
not go up on the high places, as that 
s where the deer go to avoid the 
hunters and that Is where the hunters 
are looking for them. 
Do not come 
out from behind a boulder, as deer 
do that sometimes and as soon as they 
emerge they get Bhot. 
Better 
stay 
there until the season Is over. Do not 
dodge suddenly behind a boulder as 
a hunter Is sure to see you and get 
you from the other side. 


Do not cross a road, BB deer have 
been known to cross 
roadB and get 
perforated. 


Do not stoop over 
a stream 
to 
drink. 
That la a cinch for the deer 
hunter. 
Shooting things leaning over 
streams to drink Is his dearest diver­ 
sion. 


Do not move quickly and do not 
stand 
still. 
Deer do both of these 
things and the correspondence schools 
of deer hunting have revealed the se­ 
cret to hundreds of hunters. 


If you can get a large brass band 
with lots of trombones In It, get It. 
If you cannot do that, get a good hus­ 
ky megaphone and blare through it as 
loud as you can and don't stop. You 
will not then be mistaken for a deer, 
but you may get shot for scaring the 
deer.

Governor Exonerates 
State Commissioner 


An attempt to discredit Dr. A. J. 
Cook, state horticultural 
commission­ 
er, as appointee of Governor Johnson, 
has failed. 
Dr. Cook was able, In an 
investigation carried on this week, to 
exonerate himself through 
testimony. 
The exoneration carries with it. a good 
deal of satisfaction 
to Dr. 
Cook's 
friends in the South, as be has been 
under 
fire 
for 
some 
time, and 
all 
kinds of stories have been told of al­ 
leged' Inefficiency In office. 
Dr. Cook 
was formerly a professor In the Clare- 
mont college. 


When Dr. Cook was In Covlna re­ 
cently at which time he delivered an 
address before the ranchers, he re­ 
view the matter of the coming inves­ 
tigation with local friends. 
He felt 
confident at the time that he could 
exonerate himself. 
Governor 
John­ 
son personally conducted the Investi­ 
gation. 


When the opponents of Dr. 
Cook 
admitted that they had nothing more 
to offer, Governor Johnson said: 


"There 
has not been a 
concerte 
thing presented to me upon which a 
specific 
hearing 
against 
Dr. 
Cook 
could be made. 
If we were to start 
the hearing now I could do nothing 
else than find the charges disproved 
and permit the commissioner 
to re­ 
main in office." 


The 
expression 
came 
when 
the 
question of adjourning 
the 
hearing 
until some future date was being dis­ 
puted. 


"Let's bury the hatchet and try to 
work together," said one commission­ 
er 
when 
Governor Johnson announc­ 
ed his attitude. 


"I am willing." 
said 
Bloomer 
of 
Sacramento and 
others 
immediately 
fell Ip line. 


CHARGES FALL DOWN. 


A formidable array of charges was 
contained In the complaint filed 
but 
when the opponents of the horticul- 
t.urallst 
came 
to 
prove 
them, 
they 
failed, 
according 
to their 
own ad­ 
missions. 


On the other hand, the defense fur­ 
nished the governor with data and in­ 
formation that proved Cook's admin­ 
istration had been open to little crit­ 
icism. 
That Dr. Cook had made some 
mistakes Is was admitted but to off­ 
set this the benefit experienced under 
his regime was presented In -an indis­ 
putable manner. 


"If 
an 
official 
surrounds himself 
with good men who individually ac­ 
complish good work even though they 
are not working under direct orders 
from the department hear, it seems 
to me that the man who made 
the 
appointment is 
entitled 
to 
credit," 
said Governor Johnson. 


"It 
seems ridiculous 
that 
there 
should exist two camps of hortlcul- 
turallsts in California. 
To unite there 
two factions by doing any man an in­ 
justice would not be justice." 


James Mills, one of the largest fruit 
growers in Southern California, 
who 
is planting a large acreage in Glen 
county to trees, led the attack on Dr. 
Cook at the hearing. 
He was 
fol­ 
lowed by R. R. Cundiff of San Ber­ 
nardino. 


MILLS' COMPLAINT. 
Mills complained that Dr. Cook had 
discharged competent men and filled 
their 
places 
with men 
from other 
states who could not know conditions 
in California. 
He also charged 
that 
Cook Jeopardized the horticultural in­ 
terests 
by his 
actions 
in 
placing 
quarantine 
on 
potatoes from Nevada 
and by permitting trees to be shipped 
from 
Louisiana and 
Florida which 
states are said to be Infected 
with 
the White 
Fly, dangerous to 
citrus 
fruits. 


Governor Johnson Informed both fac­ 
tions at 
the 
start 
that 
Cook's 
dis­ 
missal of good men in his service was 
?.ot the real point at Issue but that 
the Important part was whether men 
lust as good had been hired to take 
their places and whether the fruit In­ 
dustry hnd suffered by the change. 


Attorney C. 0. Busick, of 
Sacra­ 
mento, read the list of charges against 
"'00k. C. C. Teague of Snnta 
Paula, 
chairman of 
a 
special investigating 
committee, 
led the pro-Cook 
forces. 


Mills admitted 
under 
questioning 
by the governor that the fruit industry 
had 
not 
suffered when Dr. Cook dis­ 
missed O. F. 
Bremmer, 
his deputy, 
and named Fredeilck Maskew to the 
position. 


It was charged by Mills that 
Dr. 
Cook allowed trees to be shipped into 
he state from Louisiana and Florida, 
states admittedly Infected 
with 
the 
White Fly nest, and against which an 
absolute quarantine 
had 
previously 
been the rule. 


Mills admitted 
that 
there 
was no 
dangerous invasion of the pest In Cal­ 
ifornia in spite 
of 
Dr, 
Cook's modi­ 
fication of a quarantine. 


Chance to Young Men 


A 
Real One.

What is to be done for the young 
man of eighteen to twenty years of 
age who wants more education, but 
who has not had a high school course, 
who cannot go to college for lack of) 
the required high school training, but 
who feels himself too old to go back 
to the high school? 


The University Farm School at Dav­ 


is, 
entrance examinations 
for 
which 
are about to be held under the aus­ 
pices of nearly every county 
super­ 
intendent in California, is one answer 
to this question. 
The University of 
California believes that It has devel­ 
oped there at Davs a valuable and 
altogether 
new 
type of 
agricultural 
education. 
Many states have estab­ 
lished agricultural 
high schools, but 
it Is 
a new thing to offer a three- 
years course in agriculture 
planned 
expressly for young men eighteen to 
twenty-five years of age. Since some­ 
thing less than twelve per cent, of 
the 
young 
people 
who complete 
a 
grammar school course ever complete 
a high school course, eighty-five per 
cent, of the young people of the coun­ 
try find themselves at eighteen years 
unprepared to begin a college course 
even If they so desire. 
Now 
the 
University Farm School offers young 
men a valuable practical training In 
agriculture adapted to their maturity 
and to their lack of high school train­ 
ing. 
The high school graduate Is not 
barred If he wants this type of train­ 
ing. 


The courses to be given at the Uni­ 
versity Farm School, beginning with 
September 22 next, are planned pri­ 
marily to give young men an under­ 
standing of the fundamental 
sciences 
of chemistry, botany, 
zoology,, 
etc., 
and their application to ranch prac­ 
tice, and 
to the successful 
growing 
of forage crops and all classes of live 
stock. 
The university holds that the 
rancher needs not only to know what 
is good practice, but a'so to know the 
principles 
of why 
of 
that 
practice. 
Principles and laws 
of 
nature never 
change, but the rules of practice must 
be constantly changed to meet shift­ 
ing combinations 
of 
circumstances, 
and the more thorough the understand­ 
ing of the principles the better the 
practice. 
The 
modern 
business 
rancher must 
have 
skill and ^exped­ 
ience in the management of labor and 
planning of work, and he must have 
business ability in the matter of labor 
and supplies and the disposition of 
the products of his ranch. 
Skill and 
experience In these latter things can­ 
not be obtained in the college class 
room nor even in the college 
fields 
and barns, but there can be secured 
that 
understanding 
of 
fundamental 
principles, that grasp of accumulated 
experience 
and 
observation, 
and 
enough practice in the actual doing to 
make these things clear so that the 
young man goes forth Into his com­ 
mercial work in a position to profit 
by the results of scientific 
research 
and 
the accumulated 
experience 
of 
common practice, forewarned 
against 
many of the common causes of fail­ 


ure. 


Enough botany is given to teach the 
recognition of common 
weeds, their 
habits of growth 
and 
methods 
of 
eradication; the methods of selection 
and Improvement of grain and forage 
crops; 
budding, 
grafting, 
spraying, 
pruning of fruits, and the packing of 
fruit products for market; the princi­ 
ples of land surveying as applied to 
the laying out of irrigation checks and 
ditches on the ordinary farm; 
prac­ 
tice In the judging of market 
types 
and breeds of live stock and poultry, 
and the breeding, Improvement, feed­ 
ing, care and management of all class­ 
es of live stock and poultry. 
With 
these is given training in the applica­ 
tion of arithmetic and algebra to such 
couimercal problems as the computa­ 
tion of 
field 
areas, Irrigation 
ditch 
capacities, 
water 
flow, 
balancing 
of 
feeding 
rations, and 
computation 
of 
fertilizer mixtures. 
In farm mechan­ 


ics, 
the student is given training in 
blacksmithlug, carpenter work, opera- 
'.on of gasoline and other motor pow- 
•»r, and instruction in ordinary 
farm 
"achlnery 
manipulation. 
The 
dairy 
instruction 
Includes 
producton 
and 
manipulation. 


Every successful rancher must con­ 
duct business 
correspondence, 
study 
agricultural literature, speak in com­ 
mercial, political, social, or religious 
gatherings 
from 
time to time. 
He 
should, therefore, 
have such 
trailing 
in language and literature as will meet 
the needs of these positions. 
Such 
English as Is taught Is presented with 
a special vU>w to their application in 
this way rather than to a study of 
general literature. 


The purpose of the University Farm 
School is to give each st'dent 
three 
years of useful training In the science 
and practice of agriculture with such 
general subjects 
as the 
brief 
time 
available permits, with a view to de­ 
veloping as well-rounded a citizen as, 
possible in the time and amount of 
ureoaratlon at the disposal of the stu­ 
dent 
, :« 


Entrance examinations consisting of 
an essay on an assigned subject, and 
practice in the application of 
arith­ 
metic, especially percentage and frac­ 
tions, to common 
problems, will be 
held under the auspices of nearly ev­ 
ery county superintendent in the state 
early in August. 
Entrance examin­ 
ations will be held also at the Uni­ 
versity Farm, Davis, 
September 
19 
and 20. 
Courses begin September 22. 
The necessary expenses for one year's 
study will vary from 
$250 
to $275. 
Tuition is entirely free. 


One of the features which has help­ 
ed contribute to the popularity of the 
University Farm, which la a part of 
the College of Agriculture of the Uni­ 
versity of California 
is the way In 
which the demand for practical agri­ 
cultural instruction for adults has been 
met. 
Aside from the regular instruc­ 
tion to students In the college and in 
the three-year School of 
Agriculture 
courses, there have been given each 
fall, since the farm was 
established 
in 1908, a series of short courses deal­ 
ing with the various phases of agri­ 
culture in the most practical and defi­ 
nite way that the limited time allow­ 
ed for this work permits of. 
The fall 
of 1912 over 190 students spent from 
two to eight weeks at the University 
Farm in attendance upon one or more 
of the short courses offered there. Of 
this large group of students, who were • 
of all ages, some were 
experienced 
farmers, some were men who had just 
started farming, and others were city 
men, mechanics, clerks and represen­ 
tatives of different lines of business 
who were developing an interest 
in 
agriculture, largely with the hope of 
engaging in it later. 
There Is pro­ 
bably no place where more interest 
is/taken in scientific farming than In 
California, nor where the "back-to-the- 
land" movement Is more apparent, and 
the short courses appeal especially to 
people of these classes. 


Six short courses will be given at 
the University Farm this fall, as fol­ 
lows: General agriculture, September 
29-October 25; dairy production, Sep­ 
tember 29-October 25; 
poultry 
hus­ 
bandry, September 
29-November 
8; 
dairy manufactures, 
September 
29- 
November 22; animal husbandry, Oc­ 
tober 27-November 
8; 
Horticulture 
and viticulture, October 27-November 


15. 
The dates of the courses are so 
arranged that the general agriculture 
course 
or 
dairy 
production course 
may each be followed by animal hus­ 
bandry or horticulture, for many stu­ 
dents will come to stay longer than 
the time required for a single course. 


There are no entrance examinations 
and no restrictions as to sex. 
Per­ 
sons enrolling must be at least eigh­ 
teen years of age. 
Except for the 
payment of small fees to cover the 
cost of laboratory material, tuition Is 
free, and the only expense is board 
and room, which will average twenty- 
five to thirty dollars per month. 
A 
circular describing these short courses 
has been issued, and may be obtain­ 
ed by addressing 
the Dean 
at 
the 
University Farm School, Davis. 


In the short time which a student 
will spend attending 
any 
of these 
courses, it is impossible to make an 
exhaustive study of the subjects men­ 
tioned, nor is this Intended. 
The best 
instructors from the College of Agri­ 


culture will handle this work in such 
a way that the greatest benefit- 
can 
be realized. 
There 
will- be 
much, 
laboratory 
work 
or field ' practice 
along witn the lectures and demonstra­ 
tions, all to bring out the practical 
phases of the sort of agriculture chos­ 
en. 
It is not hoped to turn out suc­ 
cessful farmers, but it is the desire 
to send students away with an ambi­ 
tion to be successful farmers 
rather 


t 


than ordinary farmers, and the cours­ 
es of 
study are 
planned 
with 
this 
thought In mind. 
They represent a 
period of concentrated thought 
with 
the main purpose of improving 
and 
increasing California agriculture, and 
their length Is such that even the busy 
man can afford to attend.
